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How Come? 


After all, Mr. Stewart and Mr. 
Riddell are not to function as 
chairman and vice-chairman of the 
wheat board, They declined the 
proffered honors, seemingly with 
complete accord, finality and 
promptitude. The news is broken 
in non-committal language by Pre- 
mier King. But the circumstances 
suggest that the gentlemen did not 
have to spend much time making 
up their minds on the subject. 
Rather the impression is that they 
saw it coming and were ready to 
duck, 

The reason for the refusal has 
not ‘heen given out, and may not 
be. That will perhaps depend 
upon what the reason is. The nom- 
inees may feel that they are en- 
titled to decline appointment with- 
out telling the public what are the 
eonsiderations which dictate the 
course,.and they would be right in 
that. If the refusal is based on a 
belief that the wheat board 
js doomed. to..fail, those who are 
responsible for creating the board 
—on paper—and for inviting the 
public to hold such vast expecta- 
tions of benefits to come from it, 
will not be in a hurry to promul- 
gate the fact. That beyond any 
question would finish the scheme, 
so far as public confidence in it is 
concerned, Meantime it may be 
noted that neither Mr. Stewart nor 
Mr. Riddell, nor anybody else who 
might be supposed to know, has 
said that they were prevented tak- 
ing the positions by poor health, or 
pressure of personal ‘business, or 
any other reasons of a private na- 
ture. That may not prove that 
they foresee disaster for the ven- 
ture, but it does nothing to dispel 
the doubts. The logic of events is 
that they refuse to have anything 
{o do with the wheat board scheme 


because they think better to keep } 


clear of it; and not because they 
would like to take on ithe job but 
haven't the time to spare. 


The names of Messrs. Stewart 


and Riddell have ‘been associated 
with the wheat board project in a 
way to create a general expecta- 
tion that they were to be its di- 
recting heads. That certainly was 
in the minds of the members of the 
Alberta Legislature when they 
wiped out the civil rights of the 
Alberta wheat-grower and turned 
over his unripened crop to the pro- 
posed public speculating agency. 
Had it not been that the names of 
these gentlemen had been hitched 
up to the proposal so intimately it 
is doubtful if the members would 
have consented to confer such vast 
powers upon the board-to-be. In 
the House and out of it the Minis- 
ters had insisted that the personnel 
of the board was as important as 
the powers vested in it; and had 
made no seeret.of their opinion 
that Messrs. Stewart and Riddell 
were the men for the positions, be- 
fore all others, and almost to the 
exclusion of all other candidates. 
In fact it. looked at the time as 
(hough these gentlemen were being 
‘boomed’? for the positions ; boom- 
ed in a way to indicate that with- 
out them at its head the wheat 
board would ‘be a very doubtful 
proposition ; and 2 way to put any 
possible alternative choices under 
a very heavy discount. So effec- 


_ tively were their names associated 
with the scheme that the popular 


supposition has been that their ap- 
pointment would follow as a mat- 
ter of course once the legislative 
authority to set up the board with 
all the contemplated powers had 
been granted.

ernment would have nothing fur- 
ther to do with the project. The 
|situation is that the Wheat Board 
| Act was passed by the Legislature 
on the understanding that Messrs. 
| Stewart and Riddell were to be the 
chairman and vice-chairman re- 
spectively, They are not to be. And 
the circumstances strongly indi- 
cate that they never had any inten- 
tion of undertaking any such re- 
sponsibilities.
